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YOU BET HE LL RUN 
Political honesty hit a new low Tuesday in Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt s announcement that he doesn't want 
tire Democ)atle nomination 
for 
president, 
doesn’t 
want to be president and hasn't time for politics, but 
will go on with the show if that's what the 
people 
want. 
His campaign strategy is as plain as the spilt in 
the Democratic party over the Infiltration of tile left­ 
wingers. Mr Roosevelt hopes to handicap Gov. Dewey 
by making It appear that the governor is too anxious, 
but that Mr. Roosevelt can be persuaded to sacrifice 
his own interests and keep the Job in his own hands 
for the people’s “ake. 
The Tuesday announcement 
Is part of the buildup. 
Mr. Roosevelt had to wait for 
the Republican convention to be over before he could 
begin to run. but now he Is in full gallop. 
What he says, however, is: “I would accept and 
serve, but I would not run, in 
the 
usual 
partisan 
sense." That clinches the impression that in matters 
of thiH kind Mr. Roosevelt’s finely developed sense of 
political trickery always gets the upper hand. 
Two facts about his situation are obvious: 
1. He is not going to be drafted for the Democratic 
presidential nomination by the people, 
but 
by 
the 
party bosses who have no one 
else on 
their string 
worth nominating 
2. If reelected, it won’t be any clarion call to public 
service, but the result of some of the roughest, tough­ 
est politicking ever brought to a boll and poured on 
tile conscience of the American republic. The political 
machines interested in Mr. Roosevelt know as much 
about political idealism as a pig knows about Christ­ 
mas—and they care Jess. 
Mr Roosevelt repeats the curious whimsy he in­ 
vented in 1940 when he was letting the Democratic 
bosses and the famous "voice from the sewer” draft 
him out in Chicago-—that lie would prefer to retire to 
Hyde Park. That one Is a little dandy. 
If he 
had 
wanted to retire in 1940. or wanted to retire now, there 
is nothing to stop him, except his own lack of convic­ 
tion. 
When George Washington decided to retire to 
Mt. Vernon, he retired—and we still think that as 
indispensable men go, President Washington rated 
several notches above the successor who finally ad­ 
mitted he thought so, too. 
It is not dlflkcult to understand why Mr Roosevelt 
is anxious to keep going; he is yielding to the wholly 
human impulse to follow through. It is hard to sym­ 
pathize with those who seem to think he should fold 
Iris tent and steal away just because they don’t like 
what he stands for. Where he makes his great mis­ 
take-great because it hurts the nation’s tradition of 
reasonably straight talk from its most highly placed 
men Is in the cynical spoofing he does about it. 
Mr Roosevelt's strategy may seem to be vindicated 
by another victory next November. It worked in 1940,, 
though something was taken out of the nation's pol­ 
itical morality as a 
consequence. 
But 
if he again 
foists the fib on the gullible that he doesn't really 
want a Job he wants so bad he can taste it. the price 
will be too high for the voting value received. 
Mr 
Roosevelt Is compounding the felony by pretending lie 
wouldn’t even run in a race for which he holds the 
all-time record for consecutive victories. 
The fact Is he Is the 
only 
possible 
Democratic 
nominee who has a chance to beat Gov. Dewey. Nom­ 
ination of anyone else would amount to a change of 
administrations 
without 
waiting 
for election. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt knows that and helped make it that way. 
He has been running for reelection continuously ever 
since March, 1933, and will keep on running as long as 
he thinks he can win. 
He likes the office and he 
thrives on the excitement that goes with it. 
But what he says is that he doesn’t really want it. 
but oh shucks if you folks insist I ll make the sacrifice. 
Double shucks 
"I like to be president of the United States I think 
I can lick Tom Dewey next November. I know I can 
get tile Democratic convention this month because I 
hold all the strings. 
I get a kick out of being com- 
mander-in-chief and would like to keep It up a while 
longer I also would like to be head man when the 
fighting stops. Furthermore, I don't like the idea of 
anyone el“e interfering with the other things I have 
on the fire " 
That's the way it should have been said, Mr Presi­ 
dent

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Britain Gets First 
All-Clear Night As 
Bomb Attacks Cease 


(By A ssociated P ress) 
LONDON, July 13.—Britain's first 
all-clear night in a month came 
last night amid some signs that 
Hitter's flying bomb attacks against 
London and the southern counties 
are- tapering off. 
Not a single robot plane was re­ 
ported over this country after dark 
For London it was the third raid- 
free night in a row. but the bombs 
have been striking the city during 
daylight hours—at the busiest peri­ 
ods. when they are apt to Cause 
the mast confusion. 
For a week now — since Prime 
Minister Churchill's report announc­ 
ing 2,750 of the one-ton bomb car­ 
riers had been launched against 
Britain — the attacks have grown 
gradually lighter. 
Despite these respites, Londoners 
continue to bunk in shelters. 
Coming from varying directions, 
the flying combs brought death by 
ones and twos yesterday as houses 
and shops were demolished. 
An increasing number of the ro­ 
bots have been coming from an 
easterly direction, indicating they 
were being launched I rom points 
along the coast of Belgium, some 
150 miles from London. Some have 
been gliding slowly 
and 
silently 
down in recent days, in contrast to 
the deep plunge all the early ones 
took. 
At least 100,000 persons, 60,000 of 
them children, have left London. 
Night life has fallen off markedly. 
Twenty-one 
theaters 
have 
been 
closed, 
and bars no longer are 
crowded. 
Tile London Daily Empress said 
there had been many reports of 
“organized looting" after bomb hits. 
Looters face a possible death pen­ 
alty.

EDOUARD HERRIOT 
DIES, SAYS BERLIN 


(By A ssociated P ress) 
LONDON, July 13.—The German 
News agency DNB, in a Berlin 
broadcast, 
announced 
today 
the 
death of Edouard Herriot, former 
French premier. * 
The former radical socialist was 
72. The Berlin broadcast, recorded 
by The Associated Press, gave no 
details. 
Berlin 
announced 
early 
last 
September that Herriot was ser­ 
iously ill and subsequently, on Sept. 
6, a Vichy dispatch to a Swiss news­ 
paper said he had been placed in a 
sanatorium 
for 
treatm ent for a 
mental disorder. 
Herriot had been held in custody 
by the Germans since the fall of 
France He was reported without 
confirmation to have attempted to 
contact the Allies after their land­ 
ing in North Africa. 
Long one of the outstanding fig­ 
ures in French politics, Herriot at 
one time was president of his party, 
was three times premier of France, 
and for many years mayor of Lyon. 
In his early years he was a colonel 
in the army. 
Although an ardent patriot. Her­ 
riot strongly opposed political and 
economic Isolation. In the period 
before the first world war he ad­ 
vocated rapprochment with Ger­ 
many as the 
only 
path 
toward 
permanent peace on the continent. 
When defeat came to France in 
1940 Herriot was president of the 


| chamber of deputies. He had no use 
j for the men of Vichy and retired 
; to his home in the Rhone valley.
